Dinner: Frozen TV dinner 
plus two slices of toast, sweat 
dessert, coffee 

I reelly enjoy my meals, 
different kind of TV dinner 
every night I also take a vi¬ 
tamin-mineral capsule daily. I 
gat a lot of rest, perhaps ton 
much I am 2ft pounds over¬ 
weight 

But I have been In good 
health. However, my friends 
continually warn me against 
euch a diet Is there any 
health risk In continuing to 
use TV dinners? -Mrs. ti ll. 


I don't quarrel with any of 
tha things you art eating, in¬ 
cluding the TV dinners, which 
give you some variety. 

My only suggestion is that 
your dirt offers no fresh vege¬ 
tables or fruit. Your vitamin 
mineral capsule no doubt 
compensates in part for that, 
hut. even with the capsules, 
you may he developing a 
gradual vitamin deficiency. 

f'm thinking mainly of tha 
fact that you stem to have no 
aouxe of vitamin C In your 
meals This could ha reme¬ 
died by a glass of orange, 
grapefruit or tomato juice at 
breakfast Or at ahy meal 
the time of day doesn’t mean 
anything. 

Likewise some additional 
fruit and vegetables would 
help bolster both your vitamin 
intake and your intake of 
hulk, which la a safeguard 


against constipation Why not, 
for instance, try fresh fruit of 
various kinds for your dessert 
at night 

Why not, for lunch, work In 
some fresh vegetable? A 
salad, fur example, with • 
base of either lettuce or cab¬ 
bage, and such vegetables as 
are available or in season? 
Tomatoes, In season, chopped 
nr grated carrots, a bit of 
onion, radiah, celery?

Tnusey said. 

The 1900 flare produced a 
cloud which, by the time it 
reached Earth, was 10-million 
miles across and extended 
half way hack from F.arth to 
the sun, he said. 

Neverthelcas, the "lines 2" 
flare photographed Dec. 19 hy 
an' instrument railed a white 
light comnagraph, aboard the 
OSO-7 Orbiting Solar Observa¬ 
tory, sho\w»d clouds of elec¬ 
trons and protons at million- 
degree temperatures, measur¬ 
ing 30 to 40 times the diame¬ 
ter of F.arth, rushing away 
from the back side of the sun 
at fiftft miles a second. 

"The kinetic energy of these 
clouds was of the order of 
magnitude- of th* total rkdlant 
energy released In a major 
solar flare," Tnusey said.

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No Room for a College? 


r [E UNITED WORLD COLLEGE organization 
■elected this general area in which to choose 
a site for the second of Its Internationally oriented 
, Institutions. The first was set up at St. Donat's Cas 
tie, on the rugged coast of Wales, and apptopri 
ately named College of the Atlantic. It drew Its 
scholars from Europe and from this continent. The 
College of the Pacific, as it was originally intended 
the second school should be named, is to accept 
students from the Pacific rim countries, as well as 
Europe, \nd it Is now suggested that It be named 
accordingly: Pacific Rim College. . 

But the choice of a name i£ of secondary im* 
portance. First is the procuring of a site. 

A committee has studied no fewer than 50 in 
the southern Vancouver Island area and the Gulf 
Islands. Best of the lot, from the college planners’ 
point of view, was at Pedder Bay on property 
owned by the department of national defence and 
used, from time to time, as a firing range, camp 

ground and for amphibious exercises._ 

But, in his wisdom, Minister of National I 
fence Donald Macdonald turned a cold shoulder to 
the college proposal for purchase. 

The college has now been offn^d facilities at 
Shawnigan Lake Boys' School, am the site com¬ 
mittee is gratified that at least it wi be possible to 
establish classes, to make a modest beginning. 

But Shawnigan Lake, however attractive the 
prospect it may offer, is hardly the sort of site orig 
inally envisaged and of which there must be an 


abundance in this lorality. What the college wanted 
was something of the same rugged environment 
that has made possible at College of the Atlantic 
development of highly skilled, and under¬ 
standably proud, life-saving operation. Already St. 
Donat’s members have distinguished themselves In 
cliff-climbers' rescues and In life-saving at sea. This 
is the sort of challenge, the college backers believe, 
which makes for closer bonds and better mutual 
understanding, appreciation and respect. 

Lord Hankey, who, with Lord Lodls Mount 
batten, was one of the original exponent* of the 
World College idea, had thought that forest ranger 
activity would have been another aspect of service 
the College of the Pacific would develop. That 
would still be a possibility at a Shawnigan I^ake 
site, of course, but at Pedder Bay It would have 
been possible to have had sea rescue as Well. 

Governments and their agencies offer Industry 
all sorts of Inducements to establish In this 
country. It is peculiar that they are unable or un 
willing to adopt the same tympathetlc attitude to 
wards such nn undertaking as the College of the 
Pacific, or whatever it may be called. 

Perhaps It may be possible to induce the gov 
ernment at Ottawa to reconsider the Pedder Bay 
decision or, alternatively, that the provincial gov 
ernment wiU make suitable property available and 
on the most inviting terms to ensure that so valu¬ 
able an International institution as a World College 
branch should establish and prosper on this Pacific 
shore.

r r f HE EMPHASIS CHANGE In space explora- 
tlon from inter-planetary travel to things 
closer to home is now more obvious. The latest an* 
nouncement of plans should quiet the critics of the 
spending of moon-walking billions. Two earth-orbit* 
Jng eyes are to be launched by the United States 
'"‘next spring for the fii^t major examination of the 
earth's environment. 

Much is known already, of course, but through 
a study from space of the hereabouts thereabouts 
and whereabouts of the world It is quite possible 
that new approaches can be found to the treatment 
of some of the Ills. And it may be that some 
quicker cures can be affected. 

The launching of the two Earth Resources 
Technology Satellites (ERTS-A) is only the begin 
ning. A Skylab three-man orbiting station Is 
planned to start operation about one year laier as 
part of the program, and it could produce even 
more useful information. 

Meanwhile, ERT8 A will be taking stock of the 
situation through a battery of highly sophisticated 
cameras and sensors for relay to earth from a 565* 
miles near-polar ftrf>lt synchronized with the sun. 

Much of the eqplpment, It might be noted for 
those who see wastefulness and little good In the 
probings of the moon and Mars, has been devel¬ 
oped through those very undertakings. This may 
dim memories that have brought scoffing comment 
on such things as the action of a golf ball being 
driven off the lunar surface, or the discovery of a 
Grand Canyon (minus the mule trains) on the Red 
planet. 


Interest in the environment space study is 
widespread. More than 700 experiments have been 
proposed from^cJentists throughout the world for 
ERTS-A, and about 130 of them have been accept¬ 
ed so far by the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. 

Among those surveys lo be carried out iq one 
on land-planning and weather in the Great Lakes 
area, and another on land-use management in the 
state of Minnesota, 

Another which should capture the imagination 
more than any, possibly, has to do with the forma 
tlon and location of Antarctic Icebergs, with exami 
nation of the feasibility of towing one to Los An¬ 
geles as a new source for drinking water. 

It being a United States project, a lot of the 
work of ERTS A will be on "home grown" ideas for 
the specific benefit of that country, but many of 
the findings undoubtedly will be of assistance to 
other nations. NASA ho far has accepted 32 assign¬ 
ments from foreign countries for the program. One 
comes from researchers in England who are at¬ 
tempting to cope with the vast destruction of crops 
In Africa by plagues of locusts. ERTS-A will at¬ 
tempt to pinpoint potential locust breeding grounds 
In southwest Saual Arabia. 

There are great expectations of discovery In 
many different environmental fields, and they 
could be quite spectacular in their own right. It Is 
to be hoped so, ft Is all very interesting to speculate 
on when the first moon baby might be born, but 
the survival of man on earth comes first.

IJINLANI) went to Ihe polls last week in yet another of a 
*■ kmg succession of exlra general elections called to dra¬ 
goon the electorate into making up their mind* over whom they 
wanted lo run their government. It was yet another failure. A 
marginal shift towards the l*ft leaves the parliamentary situa¬ 
tion as oonfusod as before And the position of tha CmmiAintst 
Party, the dominating issue of Finnish politics for 28 years, 
remains as unclear as aver 

Reducing the situation lo essentials, President llrho Kek- 
kunon dissolved the Diet (Parliament! last October in order to 
dieoover whether he could resuscitate the so-called Po|»ular 
Front government, the coalition of the l^eft and Centre, Includ¬ 
ing the Communists. He did not get the answer lie sought 

The Popular Front had been in power tietween 1900 and the 
spring of 1971 when the Communists withdrew, ostensibly 
because of a disagreement with other government members 
over economic policy, but In reality on account of a Stalinist 
.revolt-wttldn their own ranks. And there is Ihe nub <*f (lie mat¬ 
ter.

Originally the Popular Front government had been created 
as s gesture to the Russians, who exert considerable influence 
rxi Finnish politics. For many years, the Finnish Communists 
won Iwtween one-fifth and one-quarter of the votes cast, hut a 
setback in the last general election in 1970 reduced their poll to 
10.H per cent. It was their worst performance for decades. 
Nevertheless they were included In Ihe government. And then 
the Stalinist revolt, which had been brewing for years, broke 
out in earnest. 

Stalinists acquired a grip on Ihe party organization, all hut 
unseating the official leadership. jAfter sonic equivocal signs 
from Moscow, it became apparent that the Kremlin leaders 
would not ro>w be distressed io see the Finnish Communists out 
of office. And so It hap|»ened. 

The Stalinists have now strengthened ttalr hand. The gen¬ 
eral election admittedly increased the Communists’ vote by 
only 0.5 per cent. But more Stalinists were returned, so that 
their grip on the parliamentary group has lightened And as a 
result, the official party leadership, of the moderate Moscow 
school, has been further weakened. 

Moreover, the Stalinists, who conducted a militant cam¬ 
paign of the old type, can claim success for tiielr tactic*. They 
can say that by opposing the established order uncompromis¬ 
ingly, by invoking the orthodox dogmas of Marxism and 
leninism, they have baited the Communist decline. 

★ ★ ★ 

'Hie Communists increased their parliamentary represent¬ 
ation from :i0 to 37 out of 200 seats, the Social Demo* i at* from 
52 to 5ft seats. The parties of the Centre and tlie Right, 
therefore, have a majority of 10. But that gtyeu no clue to the 
composition of the next cabinet. A multi-party system, especial¬ 
ly the Finnish variety, is complisated, and a solution is not ex¬ 
pected before Easter 

■ The present government is a non-party caretaker adminis¬ 
tration headed by Teuva Aura, mayor of Helsinki. The last 
"regular" prime minister was Ahtl Karjelainen, of the Centra 
or Farmers’ Party. He presided over a government which 
, included, besides the Centre Parly, the Social Democrats, the 
IJberal Party and the Swedish People’s Party (representing 
the Swedish**peaking minority) They were not the best of bed- 
fallows. Agricultural prises-split them The Centre Forty 
defending agrarian Interests, wanted higher prices. The other 
parties, apfjealing lo the consumers, were understandably 
against. This gave President Kekkonen tha pretext to dissolve 
the Diet. 

With 30 seals in the new Diet, tha Centre Party remains 
Unchanged and will probably Join the next government. It has 
t»en In office for the i*st 20 years, in a variety of coalitions 
President Kekkonen belongi to the Centre Party, which Iws 
become eminently ac e,,table to the Soviet Union as a guaran¬ 
tor (4 neutrality and ai the correct foreign imUr.y It is an 
axiom of Finnish jmlitics that only those parties which ehjoy 
Moscow's approval nr at least avoid Its disapproval may 
hold office

By tha same token, it is probably safe to say that the Con¬ 
servative party, which rx#w has M seats against .17 before the 
election, will remain In opposition, although its standing in the 
country entitles It to government office. The Soviet Union Is 
Implacably opposOd to It, an attitude forcefully reiterated by 
recent articles in the Soviet Press. The Finnish Conservative* 
are regarded as nao-Fasrists, burning to take hack the terri¬ 
tories ceded to the Soviet Onion after the last war.

‘Father of Modern Dance’ Dies 


ORLANDO, Flu. (AP)~Ted Shawn, 80, often 
call-id the father of modern dance In the United 
States, died Sunday in hospital after a long bout 
with emphysema. 

Shawn started dancing In 1911, a time when 
dancing was thought too effeminate for men. 
His career did much to remove that stigma. 

He married famed dancer Ruth St. Denis in 
1914 and the following year they founded the 
Denishawn Schools. Denishawn companies toured 
the U.S. until the school’s dissolution in 1931. 

In 1927, Shawn and Miss Denis toured the 


country with a road company of the Ziegfeld 
Follies. . 

Shawn choreographed several early movies, 
including one in which he appeared as a faun who 
chased Gloria Swanson in a dream, caught her and 
squeezed grapes into her mouth 

At his 80th birthday party recently in the 
dance room of the New York Public Library, Miss 
Swanson, now starring in a Broadway play, ap¬ 
peared carrying a bunch of grapes. 

Although he and his wife departed in 1931, 
they remained friends until her death in 1969 at 
the age of 91.

'Hydro Hits 9 
Charter Bid

A Sidney bus operator Monday criticized Bx\ 
Hydro for trying to shoot down his application to 
take charter buses to the U.8, 


1 expected Vancouver Is¬ 
land roach Lines to object to 
my application," said Wayne 
VlnArthur, owner ot Pacific 
Commuter bus line, in an in¬ 
terview "They are private 
enter|»rise ’’ 

"Hut I didn’t exf»ecr to have 
an objection from H.C. Hydro, 
which is a crown corpora¬ 
tion." 

McArthur's company has a 
franchise to service the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula and to ujierate 
charter buses in H.C. 

(’barter revenue helps sub¬ 
sidize the commuter service 
in slow season*, McArthur 
said, and lie would like to ex¬ 
pend into charter* and lours 
into die U.S. 

To do tins- lie requires s 
licence from the Interstate 
Commerce Commiesion, a 
U.H. administrative agency 
which lias the power to grant 
licence* to liaise seeking to 
engage in interstate com¬ 
merce^ 

Mo Arthur said Vancouver 
Island (’oach Lines’ lawyer in 
Washington filed a letter of 
protest after he made his aj>- 
plication. This was to lie ex¬ 
pected, lie added, 

"Hut when tiie H.C. Hydro, 
e govemment*ol>sidl/ed com¬ 
pany In direct competition 
with private enterprise, files a 
i> tot, I think it's Mine the 
public should know about it," 
McArthur said. 

The bus company owner 
said he thought It was Hy¬ 
dro's role to give service that 
private enterprise couldn’t 
supply, "not to set themselves 
UP in c.omtietUion with private 
enterprise." 

"What U amounts to," lie 
said, "is one government 
writing to another govern¬ 
ment to shoot down my appli¬ 
cation. it i»uts me in | a very 
sticky (io«ition when it, comes 
to trying to fight It." 

McArthur said he would ask 
the four municipalities his 
buses serve .Saanich, North 
Saanich, Sidney and Central 
Saanich — to give him sup¬ 
port in his application. 

"We're giving good service 
♦here and we need the extra 
revenue we would get from 
such charters to help us keep 
up our equipment and ..give 
service in off seasons as well 
as busy seasons. If we don't 
get die charter business we 
won’t tie able to keep buying 
new equipment."

ral magnetic field. 

And when they have the 
fantastic energy associated 
with tha solar eruptions of 
' Dec. 13 they couid, if they hit 
Hatlh directly in full concen¬ 
tration. stow Earth’s rotation, 
said Dr Richard Tousey, 


chief of the NRL rocket spec- 
tiosiu/py I/ranch. 

‘Sudden very small 
changes in tha rotation period 
of Earth, in tlie past, couid 
have been caused by Uie im¬ 
pact of material from the sun 
or outer space,” Tousey t /Ad a 
news conference.
